Georgia Negro Admits 
Killing Nine Persons; 
Is Held in New Jersey 


Augusta, Ga., March 23.—(4)— 
John Clarke. negro. who was con- 
victed from Richmond county in 1906 
for killing three other negroes and 
who is said to have confessed to kill- 
ing nine persons, is being held at 
Newark, N. J., for the authorities of 
this county, according to a letter re- 
ceived today by Sheriff J. T. Plun- 
kett from the Essex county officials 
in New Jersey. 

Sheriff Plunkett said he would not 
send for the negro but would notify 
the Georgia prison authorities at Mil- 
ledgeville. 

After Clarke killed three negroes in 
one night here in 1906, according to 
the sheriff's records, he was given a 
life sentence and sent to the Morgan 
county chaingang. ‘There he is al- 
leged to have killed a fellow convict. 
Tried for that crime he was adjudged 
insane and sent to the state asylum. 
Later, pon being pronounced sane, 


returned to this county. ‘The sheriff 
again arrested him and returned him 
to the state farm, from which place 
he escaped about 10 years ago. 

In 1924 Clarke, the records reveal, 
was arrested in New Jersey for killing 
his wife, Tried for that crime there, 
he was adjudged insane. Now, ac- 
cording to advices received by the 
sheriff here, he has been again ad- 
judged sane, and the Newark authori- 
ties are ready to return him to Rich- 
mond county. 

The letter from New Jersey to the | 
sheriff here said that Clarke had con- | 
fessed to killing nine persons, but 
gave no details of the alleged killings.

The Americans in their first action 
today rushed the Markham road bridge 
where an attack was expected. They 
now held a strong machine gun po>i- 
tion with a sweep of Soochow creek 
over which searchlights: will play all 
night. It is estimated that 500,009 
Chinese refugees and a thousand for- 
eigners have sought the settlement, for 
safety in the last two days. 


BANKERS SENTENCED 
ASK FOR NEW TRIAL 


Continued From First Page. 


ample must be made in this case, 
that the enormity of the offense de- 
mands the maximum penalty.”’ 

Judge Sibley, in passing sentence, 
scored severely banking methods which 
make possible disastrous financial 
crashes such as that of the Bankers’ 
Trust company and ifs string of mem- 
ber banks, citing that when the col- 
lapse came millions of dollars were 
swept away, with the worst feature 
the fact that the greatest loss was in 
small communities where the blow 
naturally would be felt most severely. 

At least five suicides were directly 
traceable t@ the crash of the Bankers’ 
Trust company “because of the wn- 
faithfulness of its officers to their 
trust,” Judge Sibley declared. He 
scored “the practice of trying to save 
unsound and tottering banks by in- 
volving other institutions and thus en- 
dangering their stability,” stating that 
“there is more abuse of bank officers’ 
authority in trying to save a dying 
institution than in almost any other 
angle of banking.” 

Hits “Inside” Loans. 

“When a bank becomes unsound and 
unsafe,” Judge Sibley said, “it is far 
better to let it sink than to float a 
lot of new paper in a desperate effort 
P bolster it up by the lifting process, 
Jnless the backers of such a bank are 
willing to come up with more new 
cash to save the situation, it should 
be closed immediately rather than to 
involve other banks in its disaster. 

“The other unsavory feature of 


banking methods as pursued in some 
quarters, and one that contributes 
largely to the collapse of most banks 
that close their doors, is the practice 
of allowing bank officials to borrow 
from their own bank to finance their 
own private enterprises of business 
ventures in which they are interested. 
The first thing you know they have 
overstepped the law ind their bank is 
wrecked. 

“If I had my way about it, no di- 
rector or officer would be allowed to 
have even a checking account in his 
own bank. That would eliminate the 
possibility of such log-rolling schemes 
as thesa internal loans often develop.” 

Judge Sibley praised the jury for 
its “diligence and careful considera- 
tion as shown by the verdict in this 
case,” stating that he was inclined to 
believe that at the outset of the de- 
fendants’ operations they had no in- 
tent to defraud anybody. “But when 
their business ventures went astray 
and misfortune attended their enter- 
prises, they stepped over the line into 
the realm of criminal activity and 
went to extreme lengths to protect 
their interests. No normal, mature 
man could do the things that these de- 
fendants did and hope to escape pun- 
ishment in the end.” 

Defendants Deny Guilt. 

The onlv check on the actions of the 
officers of the Bankers’ Trust com- 
pany was the integrity of the officers 
themselves, Judge Sibley pointed out, 
“for, under the law, the Bankers’ 
Trust company was not technically a 
bank and, therefore, not under the 
supervision of the state banking de- 
partment. They enjoyed the confidence 
of thousands of citizens who entrusted 
their money to them and made them 
the trustees of their financial wel- 
fare.” 

Relatives and friends of the de- 
fendants were in the courtroom when 
the jury returned its verdict and sen- 
tence was passed by Judge Sibley. 
The courtroom was crowded with spec- 
tators, while groups of officials and 
lawyers surrounded Judge _ Sibley’s 
desk. Following the reading of the 
verdict, the defendants arose to their 
feet, and on Judge Sibley’s invitation, 
made short statements, all denying 
their guilt. 

Counts on which conviction was 
based were as follows: Mr. Sasser, 
counts one ana five, involving general 
operation of the trust company and 
withdrawals of the deposits guarantee 
fund, of ‘which he was a trustee; Mr. 
Baker, handling of call money sent by 
the Bank of Umatilla, Fla., and a 
letter written to a member bank in 
regard to the guarantee fund; Mr. 
Adams, general operation of the busi- 
ness in fraud and issuance of notes 
to the Bank of Alapaha: Mr. Russell, 
issuance of notes signed by him to 
the Georgia State bank at Baxley, 
Ga., and handling of affairs of the 
Brunswick Shipbuilding corporation. 

Manley Trial Indefinite. 

Attorneys for the defendants are: 
Hewlett Hail. of Newnan, and Elbert 
Tuttle, for Mr. Sasser; Cam Dorsey 
and FE. Clem Powers, for Mr. Baker; 
Frank Hooper, Sr., for Mr. Russell, 
and James <A. Brach and William 
Schley Howard, fore Mr. Adams. 

The government's prosecution of the 
case was conducted by District At- 
torney Clint W. Hager, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney E. S. Chastain, and 
Special Assistant District Attorney 
Hugh Howell. 

Trial of W. D. Manley, president 
of fhe defunct trust company. and 
one of the co-defendants named in the 
federal indictments, has een  post- 
poned indefinitely by Judge Sibley on 
account of the state of Mr. dflanley’s 
health. 

The case grew out of the crash on 
July 14, 1926, of the Bankers’ Trust 
company. which took with it more 
than 100 member banks throughout 
Georgia and Florida, and involved the 
net losses of around $8,000,000. Man- 
ley already has been found guilty and 
sentenced to from 9 to 10 years in 
Fulton superior court on charges of 
fraud in the operation of the bank 
company.

The nationalists intend to 
propaganda and not military force to 
gain their purposes, the manifesto as- 
serts, giving as the program: Abo- 
lition of unequsa! treeties, alteration 
of the status of the Shanghai inter- 
national scitiement. wetrdrawal of ex- 
tra territorial priviteges for foreign- 
ers. dispos:.1 of the missionary. schools 
and recovery of control of the post 
and customs. 

While. the Cantonese continued to 
consolidate their positions in the Chi- 
nese distvicts flank ng the foreign set- 
tlements oa either side, fcre;gn au- 
thorities managed to get into contact 
with General Pai Tsung-Hsi, who, in 
addition to being commander of the 
Cantonese forces in Shanghai, is chief 
of staff to General Chang Kai-Shek, 
the Cantonese generalissimo. 

General Pai disavowed the opera- 
tions of the guerrila bands which 
were largely responsible for the 6- 
hour reign of terror in the native 
city, and said that he was doing his 
utmost.to suppress them. He prom- 
ised to maintain order and to protect 
foreigners and added that he had 
urged the general labor union to call 
off the general strike.

The military status of Brooks and 
Mason is that of aviation instructors 
in the national guard of Nicaragua 
under a contract which provides for 
a bonus in addition to their salaries 
when they fly over enemy lines during 
war time. They have not taken the 
oath of allegiance. The men are em- 
ployed primarily as instructors and 
observers. Their bombing expeditions 
are under the orders of the commander- 
in-chief the army. 

Both men answering liberal accusa- 
tions that they were responsible for 
the deaths of women and children in 
the battle of Chinadega some time ago, 
denied that their bombs had done 
more than frighten off some of the 
liberal soldiers and declared that no 
non-combatants were injured. They 
asserted that at no time did their 
bombing injure any but belligerents in 
active combat.

Perjury Charged. 

An indictment charging her with 
perjury against Dabney was prepared 
for submission to the grand jury to- 
morrow. 

Her statement was obtained at the 
jail after Dabney, who was pardoned 
vesterday, had been before the grand 
jury. Dabney told the jurors that 
Miss Jackson “swore me into the 
penitentiary because I refused to de- 
sert my family for her.” He said 
she had told him the body found in 
an abandoned mine, which she identi- 
fied as that of Mary Vickery, was a 
woman named Williams, who had been 
killed over her husband. 

Miss Jackson told the authorities 
today the body was that of Mrs. Lelia 
Hicks Cole, who disappeared in De- 
cember, 1924. Mrs. Cole was known 
to have been married five times, and 
Sheriff George S. Webb's force had 
been trving to determine whether one 
of her husbands was named Williams. 

Woman’s Reason. 

Mrs. Jackson explained her testi- 
mony against Dabney by saying she 
was “mad at him after we had a 
falling out.” 

Williams was arrested after the 
body was found, but- was released 
after Marie Jackson accused Dabney 
of killing Mary Vickery. 

Miss Vickery’s reappearance last 
week caused a reopening of the case 
and resulted in Dabney’s pardon.

London, March 23.—( United News.) 
Success of th> forthcoming three- 
power naval disarmament conference 
depends on President Coolidge’s 
ability to guarantee Great Britain 
against being made the scapegoat if 
any European nation begins a big 
navy program. 

It is stated authoritatively that 
Britain is prepared to limit tonnage 
of cruisers and other auxiliary craft, 
regardless of the refusal of her neigh- 
bors, Italy and France, to do so. But 


she will insist that the vital necessity 
of keeping open the Mediterranean and 
other waterways to her empire, forces 
her to enter a reservation that, if 
any nation on the continent starts 
a big naval program, Britain must 
follow suit. 

Britain fears that, if she makes this 
reservation, and the United States 
accepts it, American big navy men 
and Britain’s candid critics in the sen- 
ate will blame her, and persuade the 
man in the street that she really is 
to blame, if she is furced by some 
Mediterranean neighbor to take ad- 
vantage of the reservation. 

The fear is directly due to the gun 
elevation tangle that followed the 
Washington naval agreement. 

It is learned that Britain’s recent 
consent to the elevation of guns on 
certain United States battleships, to 
increase their range, was due to sen- 
atorial and other criticism of Britain— 
not to any willingness to consent to 
the change. 

When the Washington convention 
was signed, guns of certain British 
ships outranged those of the United 
States. Soon after the signing—when, 
in the British view, the status had 
been settled—there was an outcry 
in the United States that American 
guns ought to be elevated. Britain 
described this as a structural change 
forbidden by the convention. 

It is revealed that Britain resent- 
ed « reply from Charles Evans Hughes, 
former secretary of state, to questions 
of big navy men regarding the -leva- 
tion. He said Britain stated ker guns 
were elevated before the conference. 
This surprised the British government, 
which thought Hughes ought to ..ave 
said flatly that the elevation had been 

made before, and therefore had been 
taken into consideration in the con- 
vention. Be 

Sensitiveness over American criti- 
cism has existed ever since.

Must Grow Our Food. 

Our farmers must grow enough on 
their farms to feed themselves and 
their stock and must raise cotton, or 
tobacco or some other special crops 
as the surplus crop. Under these con- 
ditions they will be able to raise cot- 
ton at less expense and will be better 
able to hold the cotton from the mar- 
ket if holding is necessary inasmuch 
as it will be a real surplus crop.” 

Mr. Pelley said the Georgia associa- 
tion is the logical agency through 
which to carry the program into ef- 
fect and said tke bankers and busi- 
ness men of the state should see that 
it receives the proper support. He 
promised the whole-hearted support of 
his railroad to the association. 

Among telegrams read from widely 
known Georgians unable to attend 
was one from Judge Harry D. Reed, 
past governor of state Kiwanis, a 
staunch supporter of the association, 
who declared his belief that the asso- 
ciatioa’s work offered Georgia’s best 
agricultural hope. 

Mr. Hastings declared that Geor- 
gia farmers are buying food products 
from other states which they could 
raise cheaper in this state than they 
can be raised in those states. He said 
at the same time the farmers are pro- 
ducing cotton at a loss. He said more 
than $150,000,000 a year is sent out 
of the state for food products that 
should be raised at home. 

Changed Plan Needed. 


“To change these conditions we 
must carry out a definite program 
such as that advocated by the Geor- 
gia association,” Mr. Hastings said. 
‘The problem is one which business 
men and bankers must face and solve. 
The bankers and business men hold 
the key. They are hearing from all 
sides that the ‘all cotton’ plan of farm- 
ing in Georgia cannot last. Every in- 
dication shows that the farmers ar 


alive to the situation and if the busi-| 


ness men and bankers give the proper 
cooperation in perfecting a real or- 
eanization a long step will be taken 
toward solving this problem.” 

Good results of the cow-hog-hen

During Month 


Georgia experienced in February 14 
suicides. 33 homicides and 21 auto- 
mobile fatalities, Butl_r Toombs, vital 
statistician of the state board of 
health, announced today. 

A total of 2.265 deaths was reported 
for the month and this number will 
likely be inereased by the receipt of 
delayed certificates. Mr. Toombs said. 
Nephritis, with 246 victims, took the 
greatest toll of any single disease, the 
report showed. Pneumonia and tu- 
berculosis, each with 192. claimed the 
next greatest number. 
took 181 lives, cancer 115, influenza 
9S, diphtheria 12, typhoid fever 14, 
measles 10. malaria 10, whooping 
cough 9, pellagra 33, scarlet fever aad 
chicken pox 1 each, social diseases 37 
and cerebro-spinal meningitis 5. 

The death rate for February was 
calculated by the vital statistician as 
being 29.7 per cent less than was re- 
ported for the corresponding month in 
1924, the last year in which Georgia 
was included in the federal registra- 
tion area. The death rate per 1,000 
pop.lation last month was 9.2 against 
an rate of 13.4 in February, 1924, Mr. 
Toombs said. This low rate was due, 
in a large measure, he said, to fewer 
deaths being reported for automobile 
accidents, cancer, diphtheria, heart 
disease, influenza, measles, nephritis, 
pneumonia aad tuberculosis. 

Only four causes listed by the vital 
statistician showed higher rates in 
1927 than in 1924. These were cerebro- 
spinal meningitis, pellagra, smallpox 
and social diseases. 

A total of 3,335 new cases of con- 
tagious diseases was reported to the 
state board of health in February, 742 
of which were cases of rafluenza. 
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ATTORNEYS SEEK 


10 SHOW UP FORD

Detroit, March 23.—(United News) 
Aaron Sapiro’s attorneys in his mil- 
lion-dotiar libel suit against Henry 
Ford drove stubbornly all day Wed- 
nesday, to pin onto Ford some respon- 
sibility for the Dearborn Independ- 
ent’s attacks upon ‘‘apiro and his co- 
operative marketing organizations. 

But at the end of the day little 
progress had been made. 

The effort took two directions—the 
first an attempt to show that pro- 
tests against statements in the ar- 
ticles were made to the Independent 
and discusse’ with Ford, and second 
that at least one of these protests was 
sent by z:2ail ‘o Ford himself. 

But William J. Cameron, editor 
of the Independent, who was continu- 
ing his testimony in the trial of 
Sapiro’s suit, could not recall any con- 
versation he had had with Ford or 
anyone else about the matter; and 
copies of the letters allegedly sent, 
after long and acrimonisus argument, 
were excluded from evidence. 


The attorn:~s did manage to draw | 


from Cameron, however, just a little 
squint behind 2s .es at his office 
in the laboratory building of the Ford 
Motor company’s plant. 

It is from that office that Caméron 
edits the Independent and acts as a 
form of spokesman for Ford and his 
billion Jollar fortune. 

Tells of Work. 


Cameron told just a little of hoya 
spokesman for a billion dollars does 
his work. He said that in addition 
to editing the Independent one of his 
duties was to read over 
that newspapermen have with Ford. 
He described, in a sentence or two, 
how he.reads them and checks them 
“for any inaccuraci s in quotations.” 
After he has passed upon them, they 
are considered as approved for pub- 
lication. That is one of the duties of 
a spokesman, it appeared. 

‘But when Cameron was asked if 
he remembered having checked over 
an interview that Andrew §S. Wing, 
editor of Farm and Fireside, had with 
Ford last year, he could not recall 
Wing, the interview or anything about 
it. Showing him the interview fail- 
ed to refresh his memory to any ex- 
tent and the article was not permit- 
ted in evidence although Sapiro’s law- 
yers argued it showed Ford had knowl- 
edge of the anti-Sapiro articles and 
intimated that it contained admis- 
sions higly favorable to their client. 
They didn’t seem to like it very well 
when Judge Fred M. Raymond, pre- 
siding, said it wasn’t good evidence. 

The day was.a peculiar one. The 
jury spent: more than half the time 
out of the courtroom. Cameron sat, 
as he has since Friday. hunched up in 


"|Ithe witness chair, without a trace of 


expression on his face, watching the 
parade go by. His reverie was broken 
only now and then when.a question 
was asked of him and usually that 
was useless, for while the question 
might sound easy he seldom knew the 
answer. He spoke his “No” and “I 
don’t recall it” a bit eagerly at times; 
a sort of an “Ask me another” at- 
titude. 

He testified for 40 minutes steadily, 
excepting for an objection to each 
question asked, at the opening of the 
morning session. That was the rec- 
ord for continuous testimony to date. 

Sapiro Reads. 

An interesting development, 
ever, was the personal entry of Sapiro 
into the case as his own lawyer. When 
there was reading to be done his cleat 
amd pleasant voice was found valu- 
able, and he was active throughout 
the day. presenting to the jury al- 
legedly libelous paragraphs of the ar- 
ticles in the Dearborn Independent. 

This presentation of the libels was 
in continuation of Tuesday’s labors 
and it was sandwiched in between 
other matters. The 141 alleged libels 
were not completed at adjournment, 
but some progress had been made. The 
libels having to do with the charges 
that Sapiro fostered communism were 
liberally read, there were frequent ref- 
erences to what Sapiro considers the 
Jewish issue in the case and much 
additional territory invovled in what 
is known as the “fruit and vegetable 
phase’’—that is, sections dealing with 
alleged mulcting of hay, bean, potato, 
fruit land, wheat growers—was cover- 
ed.

prayer, called Jones’ name and look- 
ed to the front of the church, holding 
his hand to his forehead, the minister 


continued. “Then two men came in. 
One threw an automatic ‘pistol in 
my face and the other drew a fra- 
ternal sword.” 

The Rev. Mr. Jones said these men 
were Mack New and William Mce- 
Dilda. New, he said, had a pistol 
and McDilda carried a_ glittering 
silver sword and both wore Klan 
regalia. He was escorted outside, be- 
ing met at the door by three other 
men. One of these he recognized as 
Tom Taylor. Later he recognized 
Hugh Taylor and Lucien J. Eden- 
field, the witness testified. He had 
known them all during his seven years’ 
pastorate of the South Thompson 
church.

California’s tremendous progress 
in marketing fruits, vegetables and 
poultry products has resulted en- 
tirely from cooperation in stand- 
ardization and marketing. 

Georgia will have a standardiza- 
tion measure before the assembly 
in July—one that. has been care- 
fully worked out and revised. It 
should be enacted into law. 

It is important that great indus- 
tries, like peach and apple produc- 
tion, shall not only be properly 
protected, but stimulated by a na- 
tional advertising campaign, and by 
quality production and standardiza- 
tion.

“He died, immediately after eating a 
second helping of wild. goose.” some 
one said the other day, and the pres- 
ent writer at once : ecepted the goose 
as the cause of the man’s death; al- 
though the real cause may not have 
been that at all.

- The Cases of Cleveland. 

In 15884 Grover Cleveland was nom- 
inated for president upon a_ platform 
that demanded such a reformation of 
the tariff laws as would equalize the 
burdens and benefits of a protective 
policy and not sacrifice any American 
interest to unfair foreign competitions. 
But the western agricultural states 
voted solidly against him and for 
Blaine, the chief apostle of protec- 
tion mixed with reciprocity¥. 

Cleveland was renuminated_in IS8S8 
With the declaration that “of all the 
industrious freemen of our land, the 
immense majority, including every 
tiller of the soil, gain no advantage 
from excessive tax laws, but the price 
of nearly everything they buy is in- 
creased by the favoritism of an un- 
equal system of>tax legislation.” And 
thereupon every agricultural state in 
the western country voted for Benja- 
min Harrison, whose slogan was that 
“a cheap coat makes a cheap man!” 

Again in 1892 Cleveland was the 
democratic candidate, denouncing the 
outrageous McKinley tariff and prom- 
ising its repeal, but all the agricul- 
tural states “stood pat” for Harri- 
son and a high protective tariff, ex- 
cept Colorado, Idaho, Kansas and Ne- 
vada which gave their futile electoral 
votes to Weaver, the populist. 

No presidential candidate was ever 
safer for a sane American tariff law 
than was Grover Cleveland, twice 
elected to the presidency. He was not 
a free trader or friend of foreign pau- 
per labor, yet those western farmers 
swatted him every chance they got at 
the polls.

The Bryan Campaigns. 

In the sensational campaign of 1896 
the free silver issue outweighed every 
other and divided both parties. The 
agriculturists of the nation could not 
want at any time a more sympathetic 
anl honest friend than William Jen- 
nings Bryan. He had swung into their 
vision and captured their applause by 
the wonderful speech on the tariff 
that he had made several years prior 
to his nomination for president. Yet 
only six agricultural states voted for 
him and nine went against him. 

In 1900 only four western states 
gave him their electoral votes—15 in 


all; and in 1908 he got only 16 elec- 
toral votes from the three states of 
Colorado, Nebraska and Nevada, al- 
though tariff burdens on agriculture 
figured largely in the campaigns. 

In 1904 Judge Alton B. Parker, 
who could be suspected of less friend- 
liness toward farmers than Teddy 


Roosevelt, got not an electoral vote’!

Farmers Favored By the Tariff. 


It is hard to understand why thie, 
farmers should kick against the pres-' 


ent tariff laws. It gives them the high- 
est rates for protection that they have 
ever had. The Payne-Aldrich act gave 
them liberal protective rates, but they 
were largely wiped out by the demo- 
cratic Underwood act. By it most ag- 
ricultural products were put upon the 
free list. Yet the average annual im- 
ports of duty free products increased

very little over the average under the’ 
Payne-Aldrich tariff, while our aver- ' 
age annual exports showed a balance | 


in our favor of over $2,300,000,000, 
and that for all the nine years that 
the Underwood act was in effect. 
That did not hurt the farmers 


but much to the contrary. 


The Fordney-McCumber act of .1922 
has raised the rafe on nearly every 
article. of agricultural production and 
in many cases the rates are practically 
prohibitive, thereby restricting the do- 
mestic markets to American products. 

Cattle, for instance, paying 4&2 a 
head at 27 1-2 per cent ad valorem 
under the Payne-Aldrich act, and free 
under the Underwood act, now pay 
import duties of 1 1-2 to 2 cents per 
pound, 

Hogs now pay 1-2 cent a pound, 
instead of $1.50 a head under the 
Payne-Aldrich act. Underwood 
them in for nothing.

sutter and oleomargarine were set 
at S cents per pound, but that. was 
increased to 12 cents by President 
Coolidge. April 5, 1926, by authority 
of the elastic clause of the Fordney- 
McCumber act.

So that one finds it to be the fact 
that the farmers cannot fairly com- 
plain that they were not considered 
by the tariff-builders of the republic- 
an party. 

They do not need higher rates upon 
their products, but lower prices of 
the necessaries of life that thev have 
to buy * om manufacturers and proc- 
essors. They cannot, they will he 
told, get lower prices by reducing the 
tariff upon the home-made articles so 
as to open them to disastrous com- 
petition, dumping, and underselling by 
the factors in foreign countries. 

The relief they need and want must 
come through cheaper freight rates, 
fewer middlemen between farm and 
frying pan, and foreign markets for 
their surplus crops. The republicans 
having failed to find those relief meas- 
ures for them—what are they going 
to do about it?

of commerce in its biennial census of |! 


manufacturers. The output for 1925 
was given as a :ittle more than a bil- 
lion and a quarter dollars while that 
for the preceding census year was $1,- 
105,116,203. 

Of the 2.455 establishments report- 
ing for 1925, 21 were located in Geor- 
gia, the report stated. Approximately 
one-half of the total number of plants 
engaged in the manufacture of men’s 
clothing were located in New York, 
1,025 separated establishments being 
listed. 

Statistics gathered by the depart- 
ment.of commerce showed that $467,- 
SOZ.SOS ig men’s suits were manufac- 
tured in 1925, while. the output of 
“spare” trousers was given as §$98.- 
504.594. Other items were reported 
as follows: $145.766.608,. men’s over-
